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Works With Parents 

To Produce Citizens 
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A. review of an address at the 
Ontario Educational Association 
by Mrs. M. Davis of the Cana- 
dian Association of Social Work- 
ers was given to Newmarket 
public school board by Principal 
H. A. Jackson at a meeting on 
;Friday evening. The subject 
was: "Juvenile Delinquency and 
Suggested Remedies." 

"The aspects of juvenile de- 
linquency are today exceedingly 
complicated because of the war," 
said Mr. Jackson. "A too ready 
^acceptance by the public of 
superficial causes is apparent. 
The causes of juvenile delin- 
quency very frequently lie deep- 
ly hidden. 

"Some of the more important 
of these causes are: , / 

1. Deficiency in health and 
lack of suitable recreation. 

"2. Strains and disturbances 
in the home, such as poverty, in- 
compatibility, drunkenness and 
the like. Financial distress is a 
lost disturbing factor to chil- 
dren, even more so than a great 
many people realize. 
} v "3. Lawlessness in adults con- 
tributes to lawlessness in cbil- 

en. Tax evasions and infrac- 
tions of traffic regulations arc 
cited as examples, as well as

view of an address by Dr. S. R. 
Laycock, of the Uni\'ersxty of 
Saskatchewan, on "When is 
there Democracy in a Class- 
Room?" 

"Democracy is an expression 
of the cornerstone of Chris- 
tianity/* said Mr. Jackson. 
"Christianity is reverence for 

personality. 

"Many teachers produce fas- 
cists in the class-room,** Mr. 
Jackson quoted. "Teaching ob- 
jectives are honesty, respect, 
tolerance, understanding, etc. 

"The democratic teacher likes 
and respects pupils, and enjoys 
being with her pupils. Without 
the giving of self, not much good 

can be done. 

"The democratic teacher re- 
gards all pupils irrespective of 
ability as worthy of her best ef- 
forts. She uses the results of 
intelligence tests to help pupils. 
There is help for the bright ones 
as well as the dull ones, that is, 
equality of opportunity. She 
makes provision for individual 
differences. 

"The democratic teacher plays 
no favorites with race, social 
position, nationality or creed; 
Discrimination breeds insecurity. 
The Jew, for example, feels in- 
secure. 

"The democratic teacher looks 
on discipline as a problem in 
teaching children how to live 
and work with each other. Self- 
direction and self-control are the 
goal. Misconduct is a symptom 
of social maladjustment. Scold- 
ing, force and fear are not dis- 
cipline. 

"Punishment should have re- 
gard to the welfare of pupils. 
Sarcasm and ridicule should be 
abolished. The teacher should 
not use studies as a punishment. 
Corporal punishment is a last 
resort 

"The democratic teacher 
teaches children not the subject- 
matter but the subject-matter as 
a means to promote the growth 
of children. She encourages co- 
operative groups to pursue an 
interest or solve a problem. 
The lecture method is used by 
the undemocratic teacher. 

"The democratic teacher gives 
guidance and counsel but doesn't 
dominate in co-curricular activi- 
ties. Games provide an oppor- 
tunity to understand children 
and provide a stimulus for in- 
tellectual growth. 

"Democratic living is learned 
outside as well, in social ser- 
vices, Red Cross campaigns, 
salvage collections, etc. These 
activities should be a partner- 
ship between the child and the 
adult 

"Tlie democratic teacher 
realizes interdependence with 
the parents. The full develop- 
ment of the child is a team job. 
The democratic teacher inter- 
views parents, holds open days, 
uses the Home and School As- 
sociation and report cards." 

Mr. Jackson concluded with 
the quotation: "Schools cannot 
be much better than the parents 
and public who own them."

Bernard Mcllale, chairman of 
St. John's separate school bottrd, 
was present to request that the 
public school board accept next 
year in manual training and house- 
hold science classes a maximum of 
ten. but more likely six or seven, 
grade eight pupils from St. John's. 

Whether the room wna available 
would depend on transfers and 
promotions, Principal II. A. Jack- 
son said. Members of the board 
promised to take the students pro- 
vided that accommodation could he 
arranged.

Mr. MacKillop congratulated the 
board on sending teachers to the 
Ontario Educational Association 
meeting and on adopting a salary 
schedule. 

He discussed with the board the 
establishment of an auxiliary class 
for retarded pupils. "Children are 
often over-age for their classes be- 
cause of maladjustment rather 
than because of inferior ability," 
he said. "The class requites a 
specially trained teacher.' 1 

Mr. MacKillop said that there 
was going to be "a definite upswing 
In teachers' salariea In September 
as a result of the scarcity of 
teachers, Ia some country schools 
It Is ouito common to increase 
salaries this year from $1,100 to 
$1,300."

POST-WAR "MUST" 

Who wouldn't live in the country these days? 
Surely there is no place nicer to live at this time 
ef the year than in a country town or village or 
«d a farm. 

As spring ripens into summer, however, we 
who live in Newmarket or Aurora will become 
conscious , again of one great lack, a place to 
swim. A seven-days-a-week swimmin g-pool 
would make either of these inland towns the 
ideal place to live, provide unending recreation 
for our young people, and solve more juvenile 
delinquency problems than ten tons of newsprint. 

Swimming will build strong and healthy men 
and women. The cost of a properly constructed 
and protected pool is considerable (variously 
estimated at $5,000 to $15,000), but, in view of 
the number of people a pool can serve, the return 
is great. The cost of upkeep and necessary at- 
tendants might be $1,000 a season or more, but a 
small charge to adults would cover it A swim- 
ming-pool is a post-war "must" for each of these 
forward-looking youth-filled North York towns. 

WHAT OTHERS THINK 

PUBLIC LIFE IS HARD 

(By Hugh Templin in the Fergus News-Record. 
Mr. Templin introduced John Bracken at the 



recent Ontario-Quebec Canadian Weekly News- 
papers Association meeting in Niagara Falls.) 

How does any man stand a life like that, month 
after month? And why does anyone choose 
public life as a career? 

In Mr. Bracken's case, we know the answer to 
the second question. He told us, in our talk 
before the dinner, that when he graduated from 
the O.A.C., he had but one ambition — to return 
to Leeds county and become the best farmer 
in the county. He went west on a govern- 
ment job because of the money they offered 
him — and it was not such a lot, at that. Then he 
became a professor and then the president of a 
college. One can understand choices like that. 
But he was drafted into politics in Manitoba. It 
was put up to him that he had a duty to perform 
and no one could do it as well as he could. 
Those statements were probably true. He held 

the parties in Manitoba together for 20 years 

without friction. He was a Liberal then and had 
several parties in his cabinet, and he led them 
alL 

Sixteen months ago, the Conservative party, 
meeting in Winnipeg, was looking for a leader, a 
man to take on a rather forlorn-hope job. They 
turned to Premier John Bracken and again he 
was more or less conscripted. He took the job of 
rejuvenating the old party on condition that 
some radical changes were made, including a 
change of name to Progressive-Conservative. 
We think the name is awkward, and we know 
some old-time Tories tend to froth at the mouth 
when they utter it, but the name is supposed to 
mean what it says while Mr. Bracken leads the 
party. 

He spoke mainly on post-war problems. There 
was plenty of common sense in his points, nothing 
with any political bias, nothing to which anyone 
could take exception. We think he would make 
a good prime minister of Canada, and we do not 
doubt that as he goes around the country, he will 
find many good men willing to run at the next 
election as his followers. He makes an excellent 
impression when he talks to a single person or a 
small group — better, we think, than from the 
platform. He is a patriot, and we do not envy 
him his task. We wouldn't take a job like that 
for a million dollars. But we still admire him 
for taking it.

The meeting 
opened with the singing of God 
Save the King, O Canada and the 
Institute Ode and repetition of the 
Creed in unbon. 

Mrs. Sinclair then called on Mr. 
Cotton, who gave this nddre.i* of 
welcome, and all Institutes who 
have heard Mr. Cotton on other 
occasions knew that what he had 
to say would be worthwhile. 

Mr. Cotton thanked the members 
for the work they are doing for 

the boys overseas and then quoted 
lately from our queen's address 
to the women of the empire. The 
queen said that a sense of humor 
had helped the women of Britain 
to endure — It keeps guard over our 
sanity and our souls. There is 
always a tremendous let-down after 
a war and the post-war world 
offers a challenge. 

Mr. Cotton spoke of women's 
place in the post-war world. Xn his 
opinion, there is 1 a LIMITED (n 
Industry and politics. He does not 
think women can be riveters or 
whatever and then go home and be 
good homemakers, nor does he 
think any man coming back will 
want to be a housekeeper white his 
wife earns the living. 

Keeping the home and looking 
after the family is a full-time Job 
for any woman. He thinks there 
would be leas juvenile delinquency 
and also adult ditto, If this were 
kept In mind. 

He believes women find their 
greatest happiness as mothers and 
homemakers. Our greatest post- 
war problem will be to find jobs 
for the men and women in the ser- 
vices and in war plants. 

One in every six persons will be 
so engaged and war work stops 
with war. This will be the colossal 
task before Canada, and men will 
want MEN'S work. Men should 
be the providers, women the 
homemakers. 

Your scribe replied briefly, say- 
ing, after thanking Mr. Cotton and 
expressing appreciation of his ad- 
dress, that the war had turned the 
Institutes from local and Cana- 
dian organizations to a world-wide 
sisterhood— that we had learned 
with Mr. Kipling that all women 
in every part of the world '"were 
sisters under the skin" with the 
same Ideals and aspirations as 
ourselves; and that their needs 
would spur us to greater efforts 
and make us more worthy of the 
good things said of us. 

Mrs. Sinclair, our president, fol- 
lowed with a splendid address on 
"Today's challenge to women." 
She said: "While every section of 
every community is responsible for 
a part in filling the country's needs, 
we will consider today our part as 
members of the Women's Institutes. 
"There are a great many angles. 
hut two seem most important, 
.significant and hopeful. There is 
first her membership in what was 
once only a neighborhood gather- 
ing but Is now not only a local and 
provincial, but a world-wide move- 
ment of great influence and stand- 
ing. 

"Then there is a woman s home 
interest, where her personality 
plays a great part. In the first 
she Is the co-operator In her 
wishes to the common purpose; she 
Is the Individual In t!# home 
where the happiness, the welfare 
and often the life of the family 
depend on her. The challenge to- 
day is lo all women, as to all men. 
from the young to the old. The 
times arc abnormal. 

"There are real world problems 
demanding attention; and for 
which we hope a solution may be 
found. 

"Most of ua are hoping for in- 
forms of social Injustice and of ttit 
greedy and selfish use of thr 
earth's bounty, tinder the so"- called 
new order. * 

"We must guard against ntlacks 
on our civilization ami lay plans 
now, while the world is* in conflict, 
for a better world In the future. 

"Reconstruction plans are' now 
on the agenda. We alt want th>> 
CAUSES, of war removed; we want 
a fair distribution of what comes 
out of the earth; we do not want 
undue privileges or lack of security 
or rieiffslmess between nations. 

"It would seem only just that 
every man, woman and child 
hiought into the world should he 
nhfci to have a sufficient portion 
of the earth's surface to grow his 
food and haw* I he materials out of 
which to make a home. 

"Mftiy Hlewart in her wonderful 
eollnet, warned us ugniriM our 
'aiitts, "that w« may be deHveivd 
from pettiness and fault-flmling 
and that we -may have coinage 
and faith.* Our organization has 
achieved a sisterhood of rural 
women. We meet together to do 
useful Ihlngs and we are educating 

Otlt'iielve*. 

"I^ader^lilp is prized ami taken 
seriously. We have placed the 
study of home problems foremost in 
our endeavours and haw distin- 
guished ourselves from oth e r 
women's groups, for agriculture I* 
ill*- hasio Industry and the farm 
hnme the vftry centro of that In- 

tftistry. 

"The advantages of organization 
me manifold and its possibilities 
endless. Our Institute is both a 

machine and a development, fadh 
a tfoa! and an Infliieuce. Many of 
the ipieHtlons of today are Intimate 
and personal.

"Courage is the most essentia!

Next came the secretaries' re- 
ports. The Institutes represented 
were Aurora, Kclhaven, Klmhnrst 
Iteach.

It seemed to me that the reports 
were of even higher quality than 
usual, the programs were so varied 
and su truly educational. A study 
of the United Nations was on one 

agenda. Ute history of a farm from 
the crown grunt to present owner, 
battle ureas in Africa, assistance 
to libraries, first aid and home 
nursing, thirds, and a hundred other 
things— all this in addition to the 
usual work of an Institute and an 
amount of war work truly amaz- 
ing. 

Refugees, immigraton and citi- 
zenship were also subjects dis- 
cussed, while some Institutes kept 
in touch with England, and so had 
first hand knowledge of problems 
there. 

In addition to war work for 
others, our own boys were looked 
after in a manner to warm their 
hearts and to tell them in no un- 
certain ternj3 how much they are 
in the hearts and Uvea of the home 
folk. 

Miss Clark, president of Ontario 
Institutes, gave a splendid talk. 
She said she looked forward to 
these D-A/s because they gave her 
a chance to mingle more intimate- 
ly with the members than in the 
big conventions*. 

She said usually before these 
D-A/s she received a flood of let- 
ters with gloomy news of various 
W.I/s. but some way they usually 
cleared up and she could enjoy her 
visits. She quoted Dickens* intro- 
duction to hi3 'Tale of Two Cities" 

as being an almost exact parallel 
of today. 

''We must keep before us the ob- 
jectives for which we are organ- 
ized. Our W.I/s have proved their 
value — they would have died had 
they not done their duty — fulfilled 
their purpose. We must look back 
with critical eyes, sift the good 
from the bad and find where W.I. 
strength lies. 

"It lies within the Institutes 
themselves. We make or break our 
own Institutes, individually, and 
good programs, timely and varied, 
must be kept up, in spite of war 
work. 

"We must be thinking women — 
must study citizenship, refugee 
problems and all phases of rural 
conditions in Canada. 

"English Institutes keeping up 
their educational programs and 
study of post-war conditions should 
be an Inspiration to us. [ 

"We must cultivate community 
neighborliness and give real at- 
tention to youth, otherwise the 
future of Canada will suffer." 

She was proud of the amount of 
jam and seeds already sent and 
in the sending to Britain. 

She stressed the quality of W.I. 



leadership. It must be tak<*n 
seriously and new leaders d*vul- 
oped. Talent should be given 
eveiy chance to show Itself and 
wee that all prospective leaders 
have n chance to tak«* an active 
part In work. 

leaders ate needed In provincial 
work. We rniMt search out (M)W 
members anil Interest youth In the 
W.I. Personal contact will often 
effect an Interest wh«*n other 
moans fail. 

l-oyalty to officeta Js a founda- 
tion stone lo all Institutes. We 

must remember we are both a 
national and International organi- 
zation. We should read the feder- 
ated news and keep In personal 
touch, if possible, with Institutes 
in other countries. International 
understanding is going to help 
most in ihe new world order. Our 
W.I. is one of the best experimentn 

In co-operation. 

The brief bag was presented to 
TemperanceviUe. Mrs. Farren said 
the deciding factor was the fact 
that while doing the same amount 
of war work as other Institutes, 
this one had also kept up a splen- 
did educational program. After we 
hail refreshed the Inner man, or 
rather woman, we saw a very in- 
teresting display of handicraft put 
on by Mr. Uenzlus. 

I should have said that a very 
pleasant break came in the morn- 
ing when Mrs. S. Fierheller of 
Aurora sang two numbers.

While it is the purpose of this Act to provide improved 
conditions for all workers employed in industry in this 
Province, it will be obvious that the provisions of the Act 
cannot be permitted, at this time, to interfere with the 
all-out capacity effort required in producing material 
for war. 



The Industry and Labour Board, which will administer the Act, therefore, 
considers, in view of the present acute manpower shortage and the vital 
demands of war, that the application of the Act should be postponed and 
working conditions in force at present should not be arbitrarily changed. 
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The Board therefore authorizes the continuance of Exist" 
ing Working Hours in all industries operating on priority 
War Material in the Province of Ontario,

Industries engaged in Agriculture, Horticulture, Fishing and the Produc-
